—A price war between 
two 
drug stores, which at one time 
reduced breakfasts to one cent, 
raged unabated today, much to 
the delight of the customers. 
Prices of the two rival stores 


fluctuate so fast the customers 
can't keep up with them ;One 
diner watched the price of ,a 
T-bone steak dinner drop from 
84 to 73 cents while he 
was 
eating it. Steak dinners were 
reduced to 37 cents as a spe- 
cial for one day. 


The stores, owned 
by two 


rival 
chains, 
are 
directly 


across the street from 
each 


other. They have been carry- 
ing on the price war since one 
of the stores put on a grand- 
opening sale April 27.

as long as

Mays. They kept scouts going 
back 
and

cutting the other follows suit 
and the war is on. 


Big, 
painted question marks 


on signs in front of each store 
indicate 
the 
current 
prices. 


Blackboards in front 
of 
the 


stores also 
help 
customers 


keep up with prices that shift 
as fast as those on the stock 
market. 


Breakfasts dropped to a cent 
at each store Wednesday. The 
penny meals included bacon, 
toast and coffee at both places, 
with one throwing in a glass of 
juice and the other a serving 
of potatoes. A

of 
100 
aspirin sold one day for one 
cent. For brief periods pie a 
Ja mode and ice cream sodas 
each sold for a penny; rubbing 
alcohol for 3 cents.

Has Passed

Washington, May 13 —(/P) — This 


is a good time to call the roll on 
congress. 


It's 
mid-May, with this year's 


regular session of congress more 
:han half over. 


Except for renewing rent control, 


this Democratic 
congress • hasn't 


finished any major item in Presi- 
dent Truman's promised program. 


And yesterday Senator Taft o£ 
Ohio, one of the jockeys 
of 
the 


Republicans fag congress,' predicted 
defeat for .a'Zirge part oZlhe pro- 
gram. 


Take a look at the score: 
Housing—The senate has passed 
a bill to provide government hous- 
ing for low income groups. The 
house is expected to do the same. 
So this probably will become le.w 


Labor—The house trampled 
the 
new labor bill which Mr. Truman 
and organized labor wanted to re- 
place the Taft-Hartley act. Neither 
house has passed a new bill yet. 
Maybe neither will. .If 
congress 
does act,1 it almost certainly 
will 


produce a new labor law lots dif- 
ferent from the one Mr. Truman 
asked. 


Medical insurance — in spite of 
all the .hullabaloo 
about com- 


pulsory 
medical insurance, 
and 


Mr. Truman's prodding 
of con- 
gress, this 
seems 
to 
have 
no 
chance of passing. 


Minimum waj?e — Mr. Truman 


and his lieutenants wanted con- 
gress to raise the minimum wage 
from 40 cents an hour to 75, be- 
sides making some other changes 
in the minimum wage law. If con- 
gress acts on this, it probably will 
raise the wage to less than 75 
cents. 


lUnder the law 
an 
employer 


whose product crosses state lines 
must not pay his employes less 
than 40 cents an hour. That mini- 
mum was set back in 1940 when 
living was a lot cheaper than now.) 


Social security — Mr. 
Truman 


wanted social security pay raised 
and more people given the benefit 
of social security. 
This 
is 
still 
buried in tho works in congress. 
You'll have to guess whether any- 
thing will be done about it at all. 


Civil rights—This seems like 
a 
good goose. The senate wrangled 
over it for weeks early this ses- 
sion and never got further 
than 


preliminaries. In effect, the South- 
ern Democrats won in their effort 
to sidetrack it. 


Farming — Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Brannan came up with a new 
farm program. This has received 
praise and criticism. Its chances 
look chilly.

Snag Struck 
Over Lifting 
of Blockade 


Berlin, May 13 — (If) — Tbq Rus- 


sians accused the Western allies 
today of "torpedoing" the 
agree- 


ment to lift the Berlin blockade. 


A western spokesman 
promptly 


labelled the accusation "a lot of 
nonsense." 
The spokesman 
was 


Lawrence 
Wilkinson, 
economics 


adviser to the U. S. military gov- 
ernor. "Wo were told by our gov- 
ernments to remove all restrictions 
put into effect since March 1, 1948," 
he said. "We've done 
that 
and 
more." 


The Soviet protest was voiced in- 


formally, through the mouthpiece 
of the Soviet army newspaper in 
Germany, Tacgliche Rundschau. 


"The Western powers are evad- 


ing the lifting of their restrictions 
under invalid pretexts,' it charged. 


"The agreement cannot be ful- 


filled by the Soviet side-alone," it 
added. 


Some observers saw in 
those 


words an implied threat to reim- 
pose the blockade — but such a 
step would be a matter of policy for 
higher authorities than the Rus- 
sians in Germany to decide. 


But .the Rundschau statements 


did lend emphasis to the Russian 
need for getting supplies from West 
Germany for her nearly bankrupt 
occupation zone. 


The economic ministry of Amerl- 


can-occunied Hesse said 
cargoes 


for the Soviet'zone would recieve 
export licenses only if they were 
covered by prc-blockade contracts 
and had been made before Western 
zone currency reform of mid-1948. 


The ministry said 
negotiations 


for a new clearing 
arrangement 


are in progress, but that it is not 
clear how the exchange rate for 
east and west marks should be de- 
termined. Until a new agreement 
materializes, it added, only pre- 
paid 
shipments 
are 
being per- 


mitted. |
